q|\| The annual report of Roy M. 
ttle, county forester for San 
tBernardino county, is a docu- 
‘ment brim full of information 
Ithat should be of interest to 
levery citizen in the county. 
While the report shows some- 
‘thing of the various activities 
4 \\which come under. the jurisdic- 
Fl'tion of the county forestry de- 
‘partment, yet the greater por- 
ition is given over to a detailed 
laccount of the work in prevent- 
‘ing and controling fires within 
‘the county area and the moneys 
lexpended in that work. 
| Mr. Tuttle’s figures show that 
the fire season of 1928 was one 
‘of the most destructive in the 
{history of the San Bernardino 
\National forest, the government 
ifigures revealing that approxi- 
imately 43,662 acres of forest and 
‘watershed were burned over, 
ithese figures, however, including 
lfires in Riverside ‘county. 
| The cost to the federal govern- 
iment for fire suppression tn the 
‘local forest was around $144,000, 
\J|i while the damage from loss of 
Xe | watershed, floods, erosion, etc., 
|| is estimated at $72,000,000, ac- 
|cording to the report. 
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Although the major fires were 
the national forest and 
| under supervision of federal of- 
|ficials, yet the county forces 
ppsrtorpates in the suppression of 
|fires in Cable canyon, Mill creek, 
|Lone Pine and Lytle creek.
